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1 . Applicant's election of species of figures 10-11 in Paper No. 6 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 
§ 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 4-5,9-16 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 6 

3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

4. Claims 1-3 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for 

failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1, it is unclear what "a plurality of input terminals" and "a selection means" 
represent. Are they shown in any of drawings? In claim 2, it is unclear what "the same selection 
means" represents. Is it the same as "selection means" in claim 1. In claim 3, it is unclear what 
"different selection means" represents. Is it shown in any of drawings? 

The dependent claims not specifically address share the same indefiniteness as they 
depend from rejected base claims. 
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5. Since claims are indefinite, no art has been applied to the instant claims. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Katsumi (Pat # 5,608,558) disclose defect detection method and apparatus for ctive 
matrix substrate or active matrix liquid crystal panel and defect repairing method thereof 
Hayashi (Pat # 5,994,916) disclose LCD panel test system and test method thereof 
Takahashi et al (Pat # 5,428,300) disclose method and apparatus for testing TFT-LCD.
